G.S.R. 1144. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment

— Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consul- 
tation with the Union Public Service Commission relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 


6. Savings. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in tis regard.

G.S.R.1167,- In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Assistant Foreman in the Central Oround Water Board, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These rules maybe called the Central Ground Water Board Assistant Foreman Recruit- 
ment Rules, 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay. — The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in clomuns 2 to 4 of the Schedule Annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc— The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters connected therewith shall bo as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualification. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered Into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(bf who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that Ihere arc other grounds for so doing, exempt aDy person from the operation of this 
rule. 

S. power (0 relax.- -Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order and 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons, 

6. Saving. Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be provided 
for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 1168.— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-scction (1) of section 33 of the Indian Parts Act 1908

G.S.R. 1169.— In exercise of (he powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of Section 35 of Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 
1 908), and in supersession of the Government of India , Ministry 
of Shipping and Transport, No, 547 (E), dated (he 30th October 
1975, the Central Government hereby makes the following 
order for regulating the levy of fees for pilotage and other 
services in the Port of Tuticorin namely :— 

1. Short Title and Commencement.— (1) This order may 
be called the port of Tuticorin Pilotage and other Services (Fees) 
Order 1980. 

(2) It shall come into forco with effect from the date of 
publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Definition,— In this order: — 

(i) "Day light hours” means the hours from 0600 to 1 800 
hrs.

(iff) “Schedule" means the Schedule to this order.

Note: 2. The charges as above shall be levied not only 
in the case of cancellations of requisitions for inward and 
oufwird pilotage of vessels but also for the cancellations of 
requisitions for shifting of berths of vessels and remooring 
or for turning vessels around In her berth or for remooring 
a vessel in the same berth for any reason. 


Note: 1. The fees levied under this scale shall include the 
services of the Pilots and the service of launches with the crew, 
but exclude the services of the tugs engaged in the mooring or 
unmooring operation of the vessel. 

2. “Registered Ton” referred to under Columns (3) and (4) 
relating to “Charges payable" in the schedule above Is the Net 
Registered Tonnage on which all vessels are charged pilotage 
ices, mooring or unmooring charges. The Net Registered 
Tonnage shall include deck cargo in respect of foreign 
steamers, while such cargo of coasting steamers is 
exempted for the assessment of the pilotage fees, mooring or 
unmooring charges. 

3. The charges for services of the tugs shall be levied sepa- 
rately- 

4. Night pilotage fees.— For navigation of vessels between 
1800 hours and 0600 hrs. charges at the following rates shall 
be levied. 

Foreign vessel 15 paise per net registered ton of the 
vessel. 

Coasting vessel 9 paise per net registered ton of the vessel 
Note: 1 . The above charges shall be levied for services during 
the above specified hours for mooring/unmooring of vessels 
and for shifting of vessels from one berth to another or in the 
same berth. 

2. The above charges are in addition to the charges leviable 
for pilotage, shifting, mooring or unmooring. 

3. The above charges shall be levied in case of navigation 
commenced during the hours of darkness (that is to say, between 
1800 hours and 0600 hours). For this purpose, either the time 
of boarding of the vessel or the time of disembarking the vessel 
by the Pilot falling within 1800 hours and 0600 hours shall 
be deemed as navigation for charging night pilotage fees, except 
in ages where for the convenience of the port authorities in 
regard to wind, weather and sea conditions the time of boarding 
or the time of disembarking by the pilot falls within 1800 hours 
and 0600 hours- 

5. Detention fee.— A fee of Rs. 300 in respect of coasting 
vessel and Rs. 450 in respect of "Foreign Vessel" shall be 
le\ ied for first hour or part of an hour that a pilot is kept waiting 
on board any vessel at the port of Tutlcorin beyond 30 minutes 
after boarding such vessel. Detention fee for every subse- 
quent hour or part thereof shall be levied at the rate of Rs. 100 
in respect of coasting vessel and Rs. 150 in respect of foreign 
vessel, 

6. Cancellation Fee. — A fee Rs. 300 in respect of coasting 
vessel and Rs. 450 in respect of Foreign vessel shall be levied 
when the services of pilots are requisitioned for pilotage but 
not utilized after the pilot boarding a vessel. 


7. Fees for on carriage of pilot.— In the event of a vessel 
carrying a pilot outside the port limits for unavoidable reasonss 
the Master shall be bound to leave the Pilot at the next neatest 
port and the Master, Owner or his representative shall be res- 
ponsible for the repatriation and all connected formalities thereof 
and be also liable to pay for all expenses incurred in the in r tier 
of boarding, lodging, other reasonable expenses and the recall i- 
ation of the pilot thus over carried. In addition, compensation 
at the rate of Rs. 50 per hour shall be payable by the Master 
of the vessel till the pilot reports back for duty at the port. 

8. Fees for Shifting and mooring or remooring of vessels.— 
Fees at the following rates shall be levied.

1. Otherwise than Port convenience 50% of the charges 
for shifting a coasting or as for one way 

foreign vessel from one berth pilotage inward or 

and remooring it or for turning outward subject to 
a vessel around in her berth a minimum of Rs.
